SALE OF THE DAM. 
The Minneapolis Tribune of Wed­ 
nesday contained the following letter 
from Mr. Canfield, giving his side of 
the story of the much-talked-of sale 
of the dam property: 
B ra in er d, Mina., May 6.--I have 
seen, with your other reader in this 
city, your publication in recent issues 
regarding the so-called “sale’’ of the 
proi>erty of the Mississippi 
Water 
Power A Boom company and the pur­ 
ported denials 
made 
by Attorney 
Tighe, of St. Paul, attacking your cor­ 
respondent’s reports. 
In justice to 
the Tribune and for the general infor­ 
mation, so important interests being 
at stake, and inasmuch as I am per­ 
sonally cognizant of all the facts and 
that it was thought a breach of agree­ 
ment with me that Mr. Tighe effected 
the sale, I gave you in the following 
an exact statement of all the circum­ 
stances, to the truth of which I will 
make affidavit if desired, and for 
which there is any amount of corrob­ 
orative evidence. 
With prominent and able North­ 
western business and 
railroad men 
who believe in developing the North­ 
ern wilderness of tills state, I have de­ 
voted a solid year to the so-called 
Weyerhauser syndicate deal, and have 
in that way been familiar with every 
step taken. 
The syndicate required, 
as a basis, after the timber on the 
Upper Mississippi was secured, the 
acquisition of the dam company’s 
property of water power, flowage for 
logs, storage and lands for mill sites 
at this city. 
The company got into 
hands of receiver, how it is needless 
at this tim e to state, but the receiver, 
W. S. McClenahan of this city, bad 
for his attorney Ambrose Tighe, of 
St. Paul, who represented Finnessey 
A Armstrong, oz Springfield, Mass., 
who are holders of 850,000 of the com­ 
pany’s 
bonds. 
There 
was 850,000 
more bonds out, held by N ew York, 
Philadelphia and 
Western parties. 
SKK),(KH) in bonds having been issued 
in all. 
The List named 850,000 of 
bonds were held by parties who also 
owned a controlling interest in the 
company's stock. 
When the syndi­ 
cate was apparently really to get the 
dam I was sent on east and negotiated 
for the control and secured it through 
C. F. Kindred, of Philadelphia, for an 
agreed nominal sum, which was the 
amount that had been obtained on the 
bonds, a little over 820,000, the owners 
of stock yielding to aid the project of 
securing the Weyerhauser people at 
Brainerd. 
Mean while the Tighe party 
had attacked the other or Kindred 
party by suit against its bonds, but 
the latter relying on our agreement 
with him, made no fight, submitting 
the case on the pleadings, as Mr. A t­ 
water, of your city will inform you; 
although as a matter of reserve of 
rights an appeal from the court's ad­ 
verse decision has recently been taken 
to the supreme court. 
Meanwhile, 
also, the Tighe (*;i , I) pressed for a re­ 
ceiver's sale. L.*;l tinough a cast-iron 
decree of fun cl...sure and leeeiver's 
sale w ithout redemption, and its date 
approved, set for March 25. 
The syn­ 
dicate not yet ready to close for the 
dam, the Kin* I red party threatened 
action in United Mates court in self 
protection, members of the syndicate 
urged us to secure more delay. 
Re­ 
ceiver McClenahan, 
so urged Mr. 
Tighe, but lie would not consent, and 
in the dilemma citizens of this city 
which has 875,<300 in the property 
while Mr. Tighe’s principals have per­ 
haps two-thirds as much in, secured 
an order of Judge Holland for four 
weeks’ postponement, to April 21. 
Again the sale date approached, and 
delay was as imperatively needed as 
before by all interests, and certain 
members of the syndicate wrote me 
that with two weeks more delay they 
could get around and act. 
Telegrams 
also informed me of the beginning of 
dreaded litigation 
unless 
postpone­ 
ment was again sure. 
I went to St. 
Paul and on Thursday forenoon, April 
17, had an interview with Mr. Tighe 
in his office. 
He was at first very bit­ 
terly opjiosed to post(>onenient, but 
finally said he would post]Kine for two 
weeks if J would pay the expenses. 
I 
asked how much it would Ire and he 
said 850. 
I agreed, made him a check 
for the amount, which he sent imme­ 
diately and hail certified. 
We abreed 
as to the notification of those inter­ 
ested. he to notify Receiver McClena­ 
han at Brainerd. 
I notified all my 
parties, including Attorney Atwater. 
Mr. Tighe, instead of so notifying his, 
came to Brainerd on the sale day. 
April 21, and had Judge Ai ii Is make 
an order |>ostjKjfiing for one week, and 
those persons, including Receiver Mc- 
Clenahan,

others, who, haring 
been informed of the two weeks’ 
agreement (I having meanwhile gone

Tighe arrived here a 
few minutes before the hour set and 
sold the property through a deputy 
sheriff, exactly in the manner de­ 
scribed in the Tribune's reports, with 
not a solitary bidder present except 
himself.

M ar v e lo u s M an n er in W hich A m e r ­ 
ica la B e c o m in g S e tt le d . 
J-QXDojf, Sp ecial. The statem ent th at only 
about 100.000 square miles of land suitable 
for settlem ent by em igrants rem ains In the 
United States ha« coute like a revelation to 
Englishmen, most of whom have been 
clinging to the belief that America was 
only half-settled and only p artially civil­ 
ized. The statem ent referred to has ju» t 
been made before a select com m ittee of the 
house of commons on colonisation, to­ 
gether 
with the announcem ent that in 
A ustralia 
there are 500.000 square miles 
and in Manitoba4U0,000 suitable for colon­ 
ization p urp oses. 
The records show that 
since 1815 12.500,000 jieop ie have left the 
United Kingdom, and of these ‘J.Ooo.uOO 
since 1853, of which 7,GOO.UOO were of British 
and Irish origin. 
Two-thirds of these emi­ 
grants went to the United States, where p op ­ 
ulation, if increased in the same ratio as in 
the ¡« ast hundred y ears, would be at the end 
of another hundred y ears 1,000,000,000, or 
about 500 p erson« p er square mile ot the 
habitable p ortions of tbe country . Since 
1876, against 3.050,000 British p eop le who 
had emigrated, there were not quite a m ill­ 
ion em igrants into this country . The total 
im m igration had am ounted to about one- 
half the excess of births over deaths in this 
country . The array of figures has convinced 
the commission ’ th at im m igration from 
British Isles is no longer as desirable as for­ 
merly , aud the commission will recom­ 
mend in their rep ort that stim ulated and 
assisted em igration be discontinued excep t 
to A ustralia. 
Even in the latter named 
country , however, im m igrants are not as 
welcome a« they were, and A ustralians 
have p ublished a rep ort that while .« killed 
labor can find am p le em p loy m ent in the 
colonies, there is an over sup p ly of com­ 
mon, unskiHed workmen.

W a s h i n g t o n , Special. Archbishop Ireland 
of St. Paul preached in St. Augustine 
(colored) Catholic church in this city to a 
large congregation of white and colored 
people on “Social Equality.”

pared to say that there was no such thing 
as a color line except in the m inds of those 
whose intellects were clouded by unjust 
reasoning. 
The solution of the question 
was that they should look one another in 
the face as member* of the same family, 
children of the u iu e God, and all living 
under the same teachings of religion, reason 
and virtue. 
Because of the aim pie accident 
of color, it did not follow that they were to 
be treated on different line* religiously and 
socially. They were ail of the same an­ 
cestry, alike in the possession of soul* and 
bein;* God s children, and it was entirely a 
m atter of accident w hether they were black, 
white or red. 
It was wrong th neglect at­ 
tention to substance and direct it only to 
the accident, and of all accidents in life, the 
one of color w as the least im portant.

L o n d o n , Special. The statem ent th at only 
•bout 100.000 square miles of land suitable 
for settlement by em igrants rem ains in the 
United States has come like a revelation to 
Englishmen, most of whom have been 
clinging to the belief that America was 
only half-settled and only partially civil­ 
ized. The statem ent referred to has just 
been made before a select com m ittee of the 
house of commons on colonisation, to­ 
gether 
with the announcem ent that in 
A ustralia 
there are 500.000 square miles 
and in M anitoba 401(000 suitable for colon­ 
ization purposes. 
The records show that 
since 1815 12.500,000 )>eople have left the 
United Kingdom, and of these 9,000,000 
since 1853, of which 7,000.000 were of British 
and Iriih origin. 
Two-thirds of these em i­ 
grants went to the United States, where pop­ 
ulation, if increased in the same ratio as in 
the past hundred years, would fc>e at Hie end 
of another hundred years 1,000,000.000, or 
about 500 persona per square m ile ot the 
habitable portions of the country. Since 
1876, against 3.060,000 British people who 
had emigrated, there were not quite a m ill­ 
ion emigrant* into this country. The total 
im m igration had am ounted to about onc- 
half tile excess of births over deaths in this 
country. The array of figures has convinced 
the commission th at im m igration from 
British Isles is no longer as desirable as for­ 
merly, aud the commission will recom­ 
mend in their report that stim ulated and 
assisted em igration be discontinued except 
to A ustralia. 
Even in the latter named 
couiitry, however, im m igrants are not as 
welcome as they were, and A ustralians 
have published a report that while skilled 
labor can find am ple em ploym ent in the 
colonies, there is an over supply of com ­ 
mon, unskilled workmen.

The Italians 
are timid and susp icious,so th at it Is imp ossible 
for American* to get at them. Within the p ast 
eight years they havealm ost entirely sup p lanted 
ol her races lu llte ranks of unskilled labor in 
New York city. In one square mile iu New York 
city there are 270.000 p eop le—8.000 more than 
in any other square mile ou tne earth's surface. 
These p eop le sp eak a foreign language (Italian), 
observe forelgu customs, and are surrounded by 
a Chinese wall over which they never come aud 
over which no American can go. The quality of 
Immigration is deteriorating. The p ercentage of 
Germans aud Swede* is decreasing and th at of 
Italians and Hungarians increasing 
Mr. L ehlback exp ressed th e o p inion th a t 
the contract labor law in it* p resent form 
was a farce.

Ordinary ofled clothing, such as is 
worn by sailors, when p iled in heap s 
on shelves or elsewhere, is very sub­ 
ject to sp ontaneous ignition. Such 
good* should alwuys is* hung up , so 
as to admit of a free circulation of 
air around them. Sp ent tan-bark 
will iirmtesp ontuneously when stack­ 
ed up in heap s. It is for this reason 
often used in white-lead works to 
generate carbon dioxide by its fer­ 
menting in the corroding beds. 
Tbe moistening of such flberous 
substances as cotton, hair, or wool is 
always attended with slight heat. 
Wet iron filings generate heat readi­ 
ly, as does also rusting iron.

SALE OF THE DAM. 
The Minneapolis Tribune of Wed­ 
nesday contained the following letter 
from Mr. Canfield, giving his side of 
the story of the much-talked-of sale 
of the dam property : 
B rainerd, Minn., May 6.—I have 
seen, with your other reader in this 
city, your publication in recent issues 
regarding the so-called “sale*’ of the 
property of the Mississippi 
Water 
I ower A Boom company and the pur­ 
ported denials 
made 
by Attorney 
I ighe, of St. Paul, attacking your cor­ 
respondent’s reports. 
In justice to 
the Tribune and for the general infor­ 
mation, so important interests being 
at stake, and inasmuch as I am |>er- 
sonally cognizant of all the facts and 
that it was thought a breach of agree­ 
ment with me that Mr. Tighe effected 
the sale, I gave you in the following 
an exact statement of all the circum­ 
stances, to the truth of which I will 
make affidavit if desired, and for 
which there is any amount of corrob­ 
orative evidence. 
With prominent and able North­ 
western business and railroad men 
who believe in developing the North­ 
ern wilderness of this state, I have de­ 
voted a solid year to the so-called 
Weyerhauser syndicate deal, and have 
in that way been familiar with every 
step taken. 
The syndicate required, 
as a basis, alter the timber on the 
Upi>er Mississippi was secured, the 
acquisition of the dam company’s 
property of water power, flowage lor 
logs, storage and lands for mill sites 
at this city. 
The company got into 
hands of receiver, how it is needless 
at this time to state, but the receiver, 
W. S. McClenahan of this city, had 
for his attorney Ambrose Tighe, of 
St. Paul, who represented Flnnessey 
A Armstrong, of Springfield, Mass., 
who are holders of §50,000 of the com­ 
pany’s 
bonds. 
There 
was #50,000 
more bonds out, held by New York, 
Philadelphia and 
Western parties. 
§100,000 in l»onds having been issued 
in all. 
The last named §50,000 of 
bonds were held by jiarties who also 
owned a controlling interest in the 
company's stock. 
When the syndi­ 
cate was apparently ready to get the 
dam 1 was sent on east and negotiated 
for the control and secured it through 
C. F. Kindred, of Philadelphia, for an 
agreed nominal sum, which was the 
amount that had been obtained on the 
bonds, a little over §20,000, the owners 
of stock yielding to aid the project of 
securing the Weyerhauser people at 
Brainerd. 
Meimu hile the Tighe party 
had attacked the other or Kindred 
party by suit against its bonds, but 
the latter relying on our agreement 
with him, made no fight, submitting 
the case on the pleadings, as Mr. At­ 
water, of your city will inform you; 
although as a matter of reserve of 
rights an appeal from the court'’» ad­ 
verse decision ha.> recently been taken 
to the supn-me court.

E N G L ISH M E N A M A Z E D . 


M a r v e lo u s M a n n er In W h ich A m e r ­ 
ic a la B e c o m in g S q ttlecf. 
London, Special. The statement that only 
about 100.000 square miles of land suitable 
for settlement by emigrants remains in tbe 
United States has come liko a revelation to 
Englishmen, moat of whom 
have been 
clinging to the belief that 
America was 
only half-settled and only partially civil­ 
ized. 
The statement relerred to has just 
been made before a select committee of the 
house o f commons on colonisation, to­ 
gether 
with the announcement that in 
Australia 
there are 500,000 square miles 
and in Manitoba400,000 suitable for colon­ 
ization purposes. 
The records show that 
since 1815 12.500,000 jieople have left the 
United Kingdom, and of these 9,000,000 
since 1853, of which7,000,000were of British 
and Irish origin. 
Two-thirds of these em i­ 
grants went to the United States, where pop­ 
ulation, if increased in the same ratio as in 
the past hundred years, would be at the end 
of another hundred years 1,000,000,UU0, or 
about 500 persons per square mile ot tbe 
habitable portions of the country. Since 
1876, against 3.0fj0,000 British people who 
had emigrated, there were not quite a m ill­ 
ion emigrants into this country. 
The total 
immigration had amounted to about one- 
half uie excess of births over deaths in this 
country. The array of figures has convinced 
th© commission that immigration from 
British Isles is no longer as desirable as for­ 
merly, aud the commission will recom­ 
mend in their report that stimulated and 
assisted emigration be discontinued except 
to Australia.

In this competition 
there was one nation absent—one which 
bad no voice or potency in the conflict— 
and that nation was the United States.

supposou to be of incendiary origin. 
Canvas when painted with oil paint 
and rolled up or packed closely in a 
confined place is pretty sure to burn. 
Ordinary oilet! clothing, such as is 
worn by sailors, when piled in heaps 
on shelves or elsewhere, is very sub­ 
ject to spontaneous ignition. 
Such 
goods should always tie hung up, so 
as to admit of a fret* circulation of 
air around them. Spent tan-bark 
will ignite spontaneously when stack­ 
ed up in heaps. 
It is for this reason 
often used in white-lead works to 
generate carbon dioxide by its fer­ 
menting in the corrodiner beds. 
The moistening of such flberous 
substances as cotton, hair, or w ool is 
always attended with slight heat. 
Wet iron filings generate heat readi­ 
ly, as does also rusting iron. 
Very 
fine fragments of iron and steel, by 
their rapid oxidation, will become 
red-hot, and some English scientists 
declare that the fires known to be 
caused by steam pipes constantly in 
contact with wood, originate from 
the rust of the iron. An English au­ 
thority says: 
“ When oxide of iron is placed in 
contact with wood excluded frorn the 
atmosphere, and aided by a slightly 
increased temperature, 
the oxide 
parts with its oxygen, and converted 
into very finely divided particles of 
metallic iron having such an affini­ 
ty for oxygen that, when afterward 
exposed to the action of the atm os­ 
phere from any cause, oxygen is ab­ 
sorbed so rapidly that these parti­ 
cles become red hot, and if in suffi­ 
cient quantity will produce a tem­ 
perature far beyond the ignitable 
point of dry timber. Whenever iron 
pipes are employed for tbe circulation 
of any heated medium (whether hot 
water, hot air, or steam), and where- 
ever the pijtes are allowed to be­ 
come rusty, and are also in close con­ 
tact with wood, it is only necessary 
to suppose that under these circum­ 
stances the finely divided particles 
of metallic iron become exposed to 
the action 
of the 
atmosphere (as 
this may occur from the mere expan­ 
sion of or contraction of the pipes) 
in order to account for many ol the 
fires which periodically take place at 
the commencement of the winter sea­ 
son.” 


The rapid progress of the colored 
people in the south is not fully ap­ 
preciated generally. The negro in 
the south is not exclusively a com­ 
mon laborer, as m ost people believe, 
but ia rapidly becoming a skilled 
workman. In Atlanta and the other 
principal southern cities there are 
thousands cf them employed as car­ 
penters, bricklayers and in nearly 
every other wa^ in which skilled la­ 
bor is needed. In the rolling milis 
great numbers are employed. 


A H ustling Farm er. 
Twenty years ago Mr. P. R. Penny, 
while at work in a mill in Minnesota, 
was caught in a shaft and his arm 
was broken in thirteen pieces, his 
right leg broken in three pieces and 
three ribs fractured, injuries that 
crippled him for life.

acres of land in Aroostook from the 
green woods, and in 18H9 raised 
4,100 bushels of potatoes from twen­ 
ty-three acre9 first crop, and eight 
acres of which was in standing trees

A C lever Fraud. 
Speaking ot diamond smugglers 
the cleverest fraud ever perpetrated 
upon the American revenue was in* 
vented by a diamond merchant in 
New York.

catch him. 
Every time he returned 
from Europe he was carefully search­ 
ed, ami it was even proved that he 
did not swtillow his diamonds before 
going ashore. His buyers, too, were 
searched, but never was anything 
found except a few inferior stones, 
and these he did not conceal. Traps 
were set to capture the wily old cul­ 
prit but without avail. At last a 
detective learned that whenever one 
of the suspected firm arived in New 
York upon a certain steamer, another 
of the firm or an agent took the 
same vessel upon its return trip to Eu­ 
rope and ulso secured the same state­ 
room. 
It was further learned that 
they invariably took the entirestate- 
room, so they were alone upon the 
voyage.
